PRISON WARDEN 


The state prison commission has 
elected Peter V. Rice, former assist- 
ant commissioner of agriculture, as 
warden of the state penitentiary and 
he has accepted the appointmegt which 
is effective January 1, 1927, it was 
announced at the office of the prison 
commission Thursday. This post 
was created by the commission the day 
after the question was raised in the 
Mell Gore case as to whether the state 
had a legally constituted warden to 
execute condemned prisoners. 


No announcement was made by the 
commission of the creation of the new 
post, but a statement was issued in 
which it was announced that the body 
would appeal the’ recent ruling of 
Judge J. B. Park, of the Ocmulgee 
circuit, in the Gore case in which 
he held that B. H. Dunaway, superin- 
tendent of state prison, is not a war- 
den qualified to execute prisoners 
under the law which substituted the 
electric chair for the gallows. 

Superintendent Dunaway is said to 
have asked the commission to relieve 
him of the duties of warden of the 
men’s ward which called on him to act 
as executioner of condemned prisoners. 

Although the commission created 
the post of warden, this action will 
not affect the status of the appeal of 
Gore to the supreme court for a rul- 
ing as to the qualification of the state 
executioner and also will not affect 
the appeal of the state prison com-

There are undoubtedly many Euro- 
peans who are secretly hoping that 
the Lausanne or Turkish treaty will 
be tabled or vtherwise again longer 
delayed. when that treaty comes be- 
fore the United States senate as spe- 
cial business on January 3. 


These Europeans cherishing this 
hope are well aware of the fact that 
unless the treaty is ratified before 
February 20 next, import duties on 
American products into Turkey will 
be automatically increased by approx- 
imately 60 per cent which increase 
would have the effect of seriously 
completely wiping 
out, this constantly increasing over- 
seas market which has been steadily 
built up during the last ten years 
owing to the ability, courage and te- 
nacity which have always character 
ized the American exporter to foreign 
fields, 

Those Americans who have built up 
our foreign trade have done so with- 
out any material or paternal aid or en- 
couragement on the pert of our gov- 
ernment, whereas the nationals of 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Ger- 
many have always had their respective 
governments standing back of them 


-and aiding them in the way of strong 


diplomatic protection, subsidies and 
other: governmental financial aid. 

Americans engaged in the foreign 
trade have never asked for such gov- 
ernmental backing—apparently prefer- 
ring to stand on their own feet and 
fight their own battles alone. 

This praiseworthy attitude on the 
part of such Americans is all the more 
reason why the United States senate 
should ratify the treaty on January 3 
without delay and by so doing give to 
Americans at least an equal opportu- 
nity to compete in the Turkish market 
with the nationals of Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Germany, all of 
which countries have long ago rati- 
fied the Lausanne or similar treaties 
with representatives of’ the new Re- 
public of Turkey.

REAPPORTIONMENT BILL. 


- At last a bill has been introduced 
in the house to reapportion the 
congressional districts of the United 
States on a basis of the 1920 
census. 

The author is Representative Mc- | 
Leod, republican, of Michigan, who| 
is vice chairman of the census sake 
mittee. It is presumed therefore. 
that it is, in fact, a committee meas- | 
ure, and if so there is a proba-| 
bility of its enactment. | 

The bill provides for holding the | 
membership to 435, the present ! 
number, but to increase the popu- | 
lation unit for each district to 
240,000. : 

This is a very sensible measure, 
and it is inexcusable that six years 
passed before any definite step to-'| 
ward reapportionment was made. 

As it is, the author of the meas- | 
ure explains that it will increase the: 
republican strength by eight mem- | 
bers. That feature has nothing in| 
the world to do with it. The fed-! 
eral constitution provides that there. 
shall be a reapportionment follow- | 
ing each general census, which is | 
made at intervals of ten years. | 
There certainly should not be any, 
evasion of the mandate, regardless 
of what political party suffers or 
profits. 

Should the reapportionment bill 
pass then each state legislature 
would be required to redistrict their 
respective states accordingly. 

In Georgia there would be no ad- 
ditional congressman on a 240,000 
unit, but there might be a general 
shifting of counties from one dis- 
trict to another. To illustrate, Ful- 
ton county would be entitled to a 
congressman. All the districts that 
touch the fifth have less than 240,- | 
000 population, on the 1920 cen- 
sus basis, except the sixth..

THE MENACE OF COMMERCIAL 


MEDICINE. 

In these days of business dominancy 
it is too easy to forget that medicine 
is still in art. Although generil or 
special practice embraces many exer- 
cises which amount to nothing more 


than skillful trades, such as operative | 
. . { 
surgery, midwifery and numerous rou- | 


tine functions which the doctor may 
and often does delegate to a nonmedi 
cal 
function of 
same as it always has been and prob- 
ably always will be, to find out what 
ails the patient and to determine what 


to do for bim. Diagnosis and thera- 
peutics, in other words, constitute the 
paramount service of the healer, and 
all other exercises or functions are 
secondary. ‘Therapeutics includes not 
only the prescription of treatments 
(whether medicinal or nonmedicinal) 
but the prescription of prophylactics 
or preventive measures. This medical 
service is essentially a personal serv- 
ice. In no circumstances can it be 
delegated to another. The practice of 
medicine, perhaps more ‘than any 
other learned profession, not except- 
ing divinity, exacts personal service. 
If your own spiritual adviser is not 
available, any other good one of the 
same denomination can marry, shrive 
or bury you quite satisfactorily. Kut 
it is a real calamity when your own 
physician becomes suddealy unavail- 
able. for even if a thousand others 
are just as good or better physicians 
than he. none of them has the per- 
sonal knowledge of your constitution. 
vour individual and private medical 
history or your “case” which is essen- 
tial for your physician to have. Every- 
hody with solid sense understands 
this; it is this very personal relation- 
ship which makes it so difficult for 
the medical practitioner to tear him- 
self away from his work for a brief 
vacation; a good doctor, faithful to 
his ealling—vyes, calling is the right 
word here—can scarcely count on an 
evening off or a whole day of peace 
unbroken by tbe call of duty or maybe 


assistant, yet 


it. is just the impatience of patients. | 


And with the gathering years of ‘prac- 


tice the doctor feels the weight of this, 


enslavement. especially as he looks 
about and notes enviously the well 
ordered lives of his friends in other 
professions and in business. But let 
him dare to decline a midnight sum- 
mons or insist on finishing his dinner 
or slip away to a medical convention 
without having foreseen and provided 
for a hundred details of comfort and 
convenience for his patients, and his 
practice will very quickly assume pro- 
portions which will give him little 
tronble betimes. ‘This is not patnos, 
but just fact. I am trying to show 
hew the personal relationship governs 
medical practice. 

Every attempt to render medical 
service without this very personal fac- 
tor proves inadequate and unsatis- 
factory. Industrial employees subject 
to compensation schemes whereby cor- 
porations provide their choice of medi- 
cal attendants, not the patients 
choice, know how unsatisfactory such 
an arrangement is. Unsophisticated 
customers who consult “institutes,” 
“associations,” “clinics,” “dispensa- 
ries,” “laboratories,” or traveling ag- 
gregations of “united specialists” learn 
by costly and bitter experience that 
institutions which purport to render 
medical services only succeed in ob- 
taining money under false pretenses. 
In some states the law prohibits cor- 
porations or organizations from prac- 
ticing medicine; in all, communities 
the physician worthy of public confi- 
dence practices under his own name.

Alleged failure of W. D. Manley, 
president of the defunct Bankers 
Trust company, to pay the govern- 


ment the full amount of income taxes 
due in the years 1922-25, inclusive, 
Wednesday resulted in filing of a fed- 
eral ineome tax lien for $411,701.63 
by J. T. Rose, collector of internal 
revenue, in United States district 
court. 

Manley’s affairs are considerably 
complicated by the government’s suit, 
as income tax liens take priority over 
all creditors’ claims, court officials 
said. A third of the amount sued for 
consists of penalties for alleged fail- 
ure to pay the full amount due. 

The government’s claim is divided 
as follows: tax due, $274,749.76; pen- 
alties, $136,951.77. 

Disclosure of the alleged failure to 
pay the full amount of income taxes 
due the government was said to have 
resulted from a recent audit of Man- 
ley’s accounts by federal revenue 
agents. Manley is now under both 
federal and state indictments as the 
result of the Bankers Trust company 
failure, and is slated to go on trial 
in Fulton county superior court on 
January 24, and .in federal court on 


January 31, on charges of fraud grow-

But, without being able to discover 
exactly how people manage social suc- 
cess in America, whether they receive 
or take it or both, I see very clearly 
that society in America is run by 
women for women, while in England 
it is governed by women at least as 
much for men as for themselves. Tis 
is especially sé in the south. 
according to British standards, Amer- 
ican women are “spoiled’—a_ state- 
ment which I hastily temper by sd- 
mitting that British men undoubtedly 
are, according to American standards. 

Some further explanation is needed. 
It is true that in England today. as 
the direct consequence of the war, 
women outnumber men by some 2,000.- 
000, and at first sight competition 
may seem the reason for the differ- 
ence, The cguse lies deeper than that
